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3(a): Applicant's reliance on In re Fine is acknowledged, however, prosecution is closed. The additional dependent claims 
require more than a cursory review because applicant is now adding claim(s) not previously of record and of scope not 
previously considered and/or searched, thus requiring further consideration and/or search by the examiner. This issue is 
independent of whether or not the added claim(s) depend upon a previously allowed claim. Further, the claims have been 
amended such that their scope has changed, i.e., they require further consideration and/or search.

The scope of this claim differs from the previously claimed method and data processing system, thus 
requiring further consideration and/or search. 

Newly added dependent claims 28-33 add limitations that were not previously claimed. 

Newly added dependent claims 28-33 do not "parallel" the claims dependent upon claim 19. 

Newly added claim 32 raises an issue similar to that noted with regard to claim 25 above. 

Newly added claim 33 raises an issue similar to that noted with regard to claim 26 above as well as issue(s) 
under 112, second paragraph, because the term "the one or more variables" lacks antecedent basis in the 
claim.
